Tumor crisis 

Student, 8, awaits doctors’ decision

Christmas will have a whole 
different meaning this year for 
a community-minded Romulus 
family. 

Jeff and Deborah Pyles 
have witnessed hundreds of 
happy events in recent years, 
including the birth of two 
daughters, Cymonne, 8, and 
Tarah. 7 and a son. Brock, 11. 

But shortly before Hal¬ 
loween 1996, the family’s life¬ 
style changed forever with the 
diagnosis that their oldest 
daughter had a rare type of 
brain tumor. 

“That diagnosis stopped our 
lives in their tracks,” the dedi¬ 
cated father said Monday 
night, “as we never had to face 
anything that serious before.” 

Pyles explained that Cym¬ 
onne had begun complaining 
about sharp headaches about 
six months before. The sever¬ 
ity and length of pain began to 
increase dramatically, he said,

and thus it was found neces¬ 
sary to take Cymonne to Henry 
Ford Hospital in Detroit for 
tests. First a CAT-scan showed 
that she had a mass next to her 
brain and a MRI test revealed 
that it was strongly attached to 
her brain. 

The news devastated the 
tightly-knit family as well as 
their close friends and class¬ 
mates at Hale Creek Elemen¬ 


tary School, where all three 
children in the family attend 
classes. 

In fact all five family mem¬ 
bers recently assisted in the 
parents- teachers effort to 
raise funds to update the 
school’s outdoor recreational 
equipment. 

Shortly after the diagnosis 
the Pyles took off for 
LeBonheur Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal in Memphis, Tenn. 

There doctors removed bet¬ 
ween 60-80 percent of the large 
brain tumor, leaving a portion 
attached to the deepest part of 
the brain. To attempt to extri¬ 
cate that portion of the tumor 
was termed “too dangerous.” 

The family returned to Ro¬ 
mulus recently and Cymonne 
visited her teachers and 
friends at school last week. 

On Monday she returned to 
her classes on a half-day basis, 
since she now tires easily and 
needs all her strength to battle 
her cancer.

A 22-year-old Taylor truck 
driver was killed early Mon¬ 
day morning, when his fast 
moving pick-up truck smashed 
into a Detroit Metro Airport 
transit bus on Goddard road 
just east of Rogel drive near 
the airport.

said. 

The other injured man is 
Thomas Burke, 39, of South- 
gate, who was taken to Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan Hospitals in 
serious condition. White said. 
He was a passenger in the 
truck. 

According to White, the Pol¬ 
ovino truck was traveling east 
on Goddard road at a high rate 
of speed, when it crossed into 
the opposite lane and struck 
the shuttle bus on the driver’s 
side. 

White is investigating as to 
whether liquor was one of the 
causes of the accident He said 
there was no rain or snow on 
the roads at the time.

Mr. Lau worked for 40 years

office to view the annual 
Thanksgiving Day Parade in 
comfort.

Vaught also fondly remem-' 
bers down through the years 
that his family got to meet 
many major league ball 
players such as Dave McNally, 
‘Boog’ Powell, Cookie Rojas 
and the ageless knuckleballer 
Hoyt Wilhelm at their grand¬ 
father’s Romulus home. 

“Uncle Charlie would bring 
them home for dinner,” Vaught 
said, “because visiting team 
players always loved home 
cooked meals.” 

The younger Charlie Lau, 
who served as both major 
league baseball player and 
coach, died in 1984. As an ath¬ 
lete he was a catcher with the 
Detroit Tigers, Milwaukee 
Braves, Cleveland Indians and 
finally with the Baltimore Ori¬ 
oles, Vaught said. 

He later served as a hitting 
coach and sometimes pitching 
coach for the Tigers, Chicago 
White Sox, New York Yankees 
and Kansas City Royals. 

The athletic field behind 
Romulus High School was 


named in his honor following 
his death. 

He also starred in the movie 
Max Dugan Retwms along with 
Jason Robards and Matthew 
Broderick, as well as several 
instructional videos that are 
still available today. 

Mr. Lau’s baseball connec¬ 
tions obviously enhanced his 
father’s love of the sport. 

The elder Mr. Lau also 
loved to play golf with friends 
and fellow members of the 
Community United Methodist 
Church in Romulus. At the 
church, Mr. Lau also served as 
head usher. 

Lewkowicz, who still fondly 
remembers Mr. Lau’s “bone¬ 
crushing handshake,” declares 
“if the city of Romulus was 
filled with Charlie Lau style 
residents we wouldn t need 
any police department!” 

The 103-year-old home that 
the Lewkowicz family cur¬ 
rently resides in at Olive and 
Bibbins once also was the 
home of Mr. Lau, when he was 


only a youth. The house actu¬ 
ally first was constructed as 
the St. Andrews Methodist 
Episcopal Church back in 
1893. 

About 1917 it was converted 
to a home and shortly there af¬ 
ter young Charlie Lau moved 
in. 

In addition to his church 
membership, Mr. Lau was a 
member of the senior citizen 
club at the Romulus Senior 
Center and was an honorary 
member of the Romulus His¬ 
torical Society. 

Mr. Lau was predeceased by 
his wife, Evelyn E. (Koester) 
Lau in 1982; his son, Charles 
and his brother, Clayton. 

He is survived by his daugh¬ 
ter, Marilyn Vaught; two sis¬ 
ters, Virena Lyke and Marga¬ 
ret Bowles and seven 
grandchildren.

Western Wayne had 
John Glenn High 
School to cheer for 
this year. Although 
the Rockets didn’t quite see their dream of a 
state championship accomplished, they 
came mightly close, bowing out to Sterling 
Heights Stevenson in the semi-finals. 

What is so ironic, however, was that Walled 
Lake Western, a team Glenn had trounced, 
24-0 in their eighth game of the season, 
turned around and spanked Stevenson, to 
win the coveted championship. 

Western coach Chuck Apap credits the 
Glenn game as the turning point. After that 
loss his players rededicated their efforts and 
went on to trounce every opponent they 
faced despite being unranked and not in the 
same league as Glenn or Stevenson, accord¬ 
ing to the experts. 

Believe it or not, Western players claim 
comments made by Glenn players were rally¬ 
ing points that made revenge a goal. Suppos¬ 
edly after the 24-0 defeat, Glenn players 
commented in print that Western played like 
they had given up on the season. The re¬ 
venge came in the form of a state champi¬ 
onship. 

Glenn’s Chuck Gordon continues to pro¬ 
duce one of the finest football programs in 
the State. Year after year, the Westland team 
is in contention for the state championship. 
This year, of course, was one of the better, 
with Glenn sweeping through the regular 
season undefeated. 

Gordon in our opinion, ought to have been 
named Coach of the Year, and quite possibly, 
Coach of the Decade. It is true that his teams 
always produce excellence on the playing 
field, but more importantly, Gordon always 
manages to instill respect and responsibility 
off the field. There’s not a better bunch of 
young men than Gordon’s Rockets. 

In addition, Gordon has had to endure his 
own personal tragedy this year. His wife is 
battling breast cancer. That battle has taken 
a huge personal toll on Gordon. Despite the 
battle, Gordon is the first person to tell his 
players to be optimistic and not be devastat¬ 
ed by defeat. His example has made lasting 

impressions on his players and community.

Speaking of coach of the year. Chuck Gor¬ 
don would probably agree that the 
Freep/News designation of Art Paddy as 
1996 Coach of the Year was fitting.

It is not just a $1.50 trap as 
has been mistakenly singled 
out as the major cause of 
Mayor Fassett’s recall drive.

Limo 
must go 

To the editor: 

Keeping his chauffeur dri¬ 
ven limousine even while 
taking the blame for a new 
$25 million deficit proves 
Detroit School Superinten¬ 
dent David Snead is more 
concerned about luxury than 
school children. 

This summer Supt. Snead 
cut $79 million from Detroit’s 
budget to pay for large wage 
increases for himself and 
Detroit Teachers. To save his 
precious limo, Snead cut bus 
services for over 2,000 stu¬ 
dents attending regular 
schools and 8,745 students at¬ 


tending alternative schools 
outside of their neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

This fall, the toilet paper 
scandal’ attracted national 
attention when Snead start¬ 
ed rationing toilet paper to 
students on ‘an at use’ basis. 
Students were forced to walk 
up to teacher’s desks and ne¬ 
gotiate how many toilet pa¬ 
per squares they could ob¬ 
tain. Federal Investigators 
are reviewing Supt. Snead’s 
office regarding irregulari¬ 
ties in the handling of a $90 
million bond deal. 

Taxpayers very generously 
give over $1.3 billion a year 
to Detroit schools. That’s 
$6,648 per Detroit student 
compared to $6,200 per 
Romeo student in my dis¬ 
trict. However corruption, 
incompetence, excessive pay 
increases and luxuries like 
Snead’s chauffeur driven 
limos steal tax money from 
Detroit children. 

Snead’s limo costs Detroit 
school kids $120,000 a year: 
$60,000 in state money re¬ 
turned and a $60,000 expen¬ 
diture to pay the driver. You 
can buy a lot of toilet paper 
and operate several school 
buses for $120,000 a year. 

Snead’s decision to take 
money from Detroit children 
to finance his personal dri¬ 
ver and luxury rides is cor¬ 
rupt. Snead makes over 
$150,000 a year and receives 
nearly $20,000 a year in addi-

We are writing on behalf of 
an alliance of groups which 
strongly supports local 
community-based art organiza¬ 
tions in the Plymouth Canton 
area. 

The Michigan Senate has re 
cently passed legislation (Sen 
ate Bill 1053) that would allow 
a tax levy for cultural arts ae 
tivities to be placed on the bal 
lot. We understand that the 
Michigan House of Represen 
tatives is currently consider 
ing a similar bill. 

A major problem with the 
proposed cultural arts tax levy 
is that it provides relatively lit 
tie support for local arts orga 
nizations. The current 
proposal calls for a one-half 
mill increase with 80% being 
directed to large cultural insti 
tutions, 10% to a new County 
cultural projects, and the re 
maining 10% to local commu¬ 
nity based cultural arts 
groups. This approach does 
not provide for an equitable 
sharing of the millage for 
community-based cultural ails 
groups. 

Please note that our alii 
ance could support an addi¬ 
tional millage to adequately 
fund communitv b^sed cul¬ 


tural arts organizations. A 
more equitable approach 
would be to increase the per¬ 
centage directed to the 
community based organiza¬ 
tions to 30 percent while di¬ 
recting the remaining 70 
percent to the large cultural 
institutions. 

It is important to generate 
stronger financial support for 
community- based cultural or¬ 
ganizations with this legisla 
tion because: 

• Community-based cultural 
arts organizations support the 
larger regional cultural arts 
organizations by developing as 
strong audience base that both 
groups share. 

• Community based cultural 
arts organizations dramati¬ 
cally improve the quality of 
life at the local level by provid¬ 
ing access to the arts for a wide 
and diverse range of audi¬ 
ences. 

• Community based cultural 
arts organizations develop and 
enhance the ongoing economic 
vitality of the arts by providing 
numerous opportunities for lo¬ 
cal artists. 

Our alliance feels that 
stronger financial support for 
community-based cultural arts 
organizations will forge a more 
effective partnership between 
the local groups and the large 
regional cultural institutions. 
We encourage everyone in the 
are who has an interest in the 
local arts community to con 
tract their local House Repre¬ 
sentative regarding changing 
this legislation to positively af¬ 
fect our local arts community.

There are some things I 
can’t know in this lifetime. I 
can’t know - in the sense of un¬ 
derstanding gained from first¬ 
hand experience from living, 
from feeling - what it’s like to 
be a White person in America. 

I can’t know what it’s like to 
be a female, either Black or 
White, because I am male. I 
can’t know what it’s like to be 
Muslim, Jewish or Buddhist 
because I am a Christian. 

I can’t even know what it’s 
like to be a youth today, even 
though I have two teenage chil¬ 
dren. I remember what it was 
like for me, in my time and my 
place, but this is a different 
time and a different place, and 
I can only observe. 

There are, of course, some 
things that I do know as an in¬ 
sider, from living, and in these 
experiences I find much kins¬ 
hip with others. I know what 
it’s like to be a father, and so I 
feel I share the common expe¬ 
rience of fatherhood with 
other fathers the world over, 
Black or White, rich or poor, 
Muslim or Jew. We may ap¬ 
proach child-rearing differ¬ 
ently, through different 
customs or life experiences, 


Breast cancer is not a dis¬ 
criminating disease. 

“About 85 percent of breast 
cancer victims have none of 
the risk factors, like famiy his¬ 
tory of breast cancer or late on 
set of menopause, that you 
sometimes hear about. Most 
breast cancer patients have 
only two things in common; 
they are women and they are

I know what it’s like to be a 
husband, and from talking 
with my friends who are mar¬ 
ried, I know we share some 
common experiences of mar¬ 
ried life that probably cross 
racial, ethnic and religious dif¬ 
ferences. 

I know what it’s like to be a 
boy, a teenager and an adult, 
and although there are many 
ways of growing up, we share 
some common concerns and 
interests regardless of our 
background. 

I know what it’s like to play 
sports, and so I share that 
background with others who 
have also played football, bas¬ 
ketball and baseball, Black or 
White, Hispanic or Asian, 
short or tall, Catholic or Jew. 

I know what it’s like to have 
faith in God, and I share that 
joyful experience with so 
many others, regardless of 
race, gender, denomination, 
occupation or economic status. 

I know what it’s like to be a 
teacher, and I share that expe¬ 
rience with many others of all 
races and religions and both 
genders. I know what it’s like 
to be a college administrator. 

I also know what it’s like to 


breast cancer screening guide¬ 
lines for women:

be a Black man in America. I 
share that experience with 
other Black men. Yet not all of 
our experiences are the same: 
a boyhood in Amarillo, Tex., 
was quite a different experi¬ 
ence, in some ways, from a boy¬ 
hood in Harlem or Watts or 
even Detroit. 

What is our common: core 
experience with others that 
unites us? With who does it 
unite us? From whom does it 
divide and exclude us? Which 
of the groups where we find 
ourselves - either by our own 
choosing (such as race, gender 
or height) - are most significant 
to us, means the most, most de¬ 
fines us? 

If I had to choose one group 
of people based on one of 
these experiences, with whom 
would I choose to spend eter¬ 
nity?

With whom would I have most 
in common of interest to us?

The dalmatian craze has be¬ 
gun, and everyone is seeing 
spots.

My family has always kept 
dogs as pets, namely a poodle, 
a cock-a-poo and a pomera- 
nian. When my sister, Jennifer, 
and I moved into a modular 
home last year, it was only nat¬ 
ural that we would get a dog. 

Jennifer had been afflicted 
with dalmatian-itis several 
years ago, and was thrilled 
when a co-worker asked if she 
was interested in a free dalma¬ 
tian. Apparently the woman’s

one too many times. The little 
boy said to his father one day, 
“I really love Beans, Dad, but I 
think it’s time he found a new 
home.”

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Although I had a few reser¬ 
vations about owning a big 
dog, it was difficult to say no 
after meeting Beans, with his 
brown spots and light-brown 
eyes. We left their house, with 
a new addition to our family. 

Within the first few minutes 
he was in our house, Beans 
had run from room to room, 
checking the place out. He also 
left a large, smelly house¬ 
warming gift in the middle of 
my bedroom floor. We had only 
owned him for half an hour, 
and already he was a handful. 

That night, I made him a 
bed on the floor in my room, 
now fully aired- out. When I 
awoke the next morning, I was 
on the edge of the bed. Some¬ 
time during the night, Beans 
decided the floor wasn’t good 
enough for him. He crawled up 
into my bed and sprawled out, 
sideways. After this, I decided 
it was easier to let him sleep 
on the bed than it would be to 
fight with him every night. I 
eventually taught him to sleep 
the correct way, and I no 
longer had to do the balancing 
act on the edge of the mattress.

Why in the world would 
someone want to take a one- 
day trip to New York? 

In a word -- shopping. 

There’s something about the 
expectation of a trip to Macy’s 
that sparks a woman’s natural 
“shopping gene” to snap into 
gear and go full speed ahead -- 
even for one day. 

The one-day trip to New 
York, arranged by Hamilton, 
Miller, Hudson & Fayne 
(HMHF) Travel Corp., is in its 
ninth year and going strong. 
The Nov. 20 trip, for example, 
had some 380 eager shoppers 
on board and trips to the 
mecca of shopping are sched¬ 
uled on Dec. 4 and 11 via Sun 
Country Airlines. 

The trips, which start at 
$159.90 per person depart at 7 
a.m. from the International 
Terminal at Detroit Metro Air¬ 
port and return at approx¬ 
imately 10:30 p.m. Similar trips 
to the Mall of America in Min¬ 
neapolis begin at $139.90. 

One could spend a whole 
day at the fabled nine-story de¬ 
partment store on 34th Street -- 
the setting of two films and 
television specials - but there 
is also an opportunity to see a 
bit more of the Big Apple dur¬ 
ing one’s stay. 

Yes, Macy’s was the high¬ 
light with its many floors of 
merchandise, all marked down 
30 to 50 percent on Nov. 20, but 
there was much more to see. 

After deplaning at Newark 
International Airport, my 
travel companion and I skip¬ 
ped the free bus ride to Macy’s 
and opted for a ride to the 
World Trade Center to see the 
building that was the subject 
of world- wide attention after 
its bombing. Today, there ap¬ 
pears to be no visible scars 
from the terrorists’ action, but 
security is extremely tight and 
visitors must confine their 
wandering to the main aisle - 
decorated with towering toy 
soldiers - and the open area of 
the first floor. 

Next, we taxied to the Chi¬ 
natown area of Canal Street 
where bargains on jewelry, 
watches and perfumes were 
said to abound. 

For those not used to dicker¬ 
ing over prices with salespeo- 
ple, it was a unique 
experience and one which 
takes more practice and skill 
than is naturally present with 


Western Wayne County shop¬ 
pers. 

“Well, how much would you 
be willing to pay?” said the 
saleswoman when told her 
price was too high. Another 
price was named and she rep¬ 
lied, “Be realistic!” No sale at 
that shop, but there were 
scores of jewelry shops on 
Canal Street to try our bargain¬ 
ing skills. 

Finally at one shop, a young 
Chinese clerk said, “For you, 
I’ll give a bargain price be¬ 
cause you are my first cus¬ 
tomer of the day. It is a Chinese 
superstition that you must sell 
to the first customer.” 

We doubted that we were 
her first customers of the day 
at 11:30 a.m., but the price was 
right and the bargain was 
struck. 

Next, we sought out a taxi to 
make the trip to Macy’s, and 
were picked up by a driver 
with a singsong Jamacian ac¬ 
cent. 

“Where are you from? You 
sound Jamacian,” we asked 
the driver, who denied the ac¬ 
cent that gave him away and, 
instead, insisted he was from 
(French-speaking) Haiti. 
Somewhat puzzled, we quizzed 
him about some vacation spots 
in Haiti which he never heard 
of. 

Good detectives that we are, 
we surmised that he was driv¬ 
ing someone else’s cab and 
had attempted to take on the 
real driver’s identity. 

That was our first taste of 
the “local color” that New 
York is famous for, and un¬ 
daunted, we talked to every¬ 
one we met from cab drivers to 
store clerks to fellow shop¬ 
pers. 

Our first “culture shock” 
was learning that Macy’s base¬ 
ment is referred to as the cel¬ 
lar. 

“You’ll find a coat check in 
the cellar,” said a helpful 
clerk. “The what?” we asked, 
visualizing a farmer’s root cel¬ 
lar or an old- fashioned coal 
cellar. But, sure enough, in the 
basement -- cellar -- we found 
the coat check nlus huge 


crowds in what must be the 
most popular area of Macy’s. 

An unexpected find in the 
balcony -- mezzanine, as we 
would call it - was the Mu¬ 
seum of Art shop which fea¬ 
tured replicas of art treasures, 
prints, calendars and assorted 
items. 

Friendly and helpful clerks 
at Macy’s gave us directions, 
answered our questions and 
even went out of their way to 
guide us to our next destina¬ 
tion. When one young sales- 
man thought we were 
deviating from his directions, 
he ran after us and guided us 
to the appropriate aisle. 

New Yorkers, who we are er¬ 
roneously told are cold and 
unfriendly, were quick to chat 
and exchange small talk. 
Could it have been our deter¬ 
mination to have a good time 
and share our enthusiasm? Or, 
were they just waiting for a 
friendly smile and a pleasant 
attitude? 

Many of the shoppers, like 
us, were visitors, and one 
could hear the sounds of 
dozens of different languages 
as we walked through the 
streets and shops. Its rich di¬ 
versity of people of all races 
and nationalities makes New 
York an interesting and excit¬ 
ing place to visit. 

Our most delightful encoun¬ 
ter was with 88-year-old Wini- 
fred M. Alexander of 
Washington Square who sat 
next to us at the 34th Street 
Woolworth’s lunch counter. 

Miss Alexander, who can 
trace her ancestry back 600 
years, told us her family mem¬ 
bers arrived in this country in 
the early 1600s. 

But that was not the most 
noteworthy or remarkable 
thing about Miss Alexander. 
She has worked for 72 years 
and continues to work - now 
part-time. She started working 
on her birthday, May 5, and in 
1997 she will celebrate her 
89th birthday -- nothing un¬ 
usual for her family who live 
into their late 80s and 90s, she 
told us. 


She would have gladly 
shared all of her experiences 
working on Wall Street, but we 
had to excuse ourselves to con¬ 
tinue on our mission -- to shop 
till we dropped. 

It was back to Macy’s to fin¬ 
ish our shopping and purchase 
the one item on which I had 
placed a “must have” notation 
on my list. 

After visiting the Christmas 
shop - Santa wasn’t there yet - 
and buying several over-sized 
bells, we strolled through the 
store with my shopping bag 
jingling like Santa’s reindeer 
and attracting a great deal of 
attention from fellow shoppers 
and store clerks. 

“I must find a tote bag with 
‘Macy’s’ inscribed on it,” I told 
my traveling companion as we 
went to the visitor’s center to 
receive the free gift we were 
promised in our brochure. As 
luck would have it, the gift was 
a handsome Macy’s tote bag. 

Then, we were ready to 
board the bus and head for the 
airport for our return flight 
home. 

The trip was all that we had 
expected and more -- an ideal 
trip for busy people who find it 
difficult to schedule a week¬ 
end or week-long trip. 

Had we scheduled the time, 
we could have visited Rocker- 
feller Center (been there), the 
Empire State Building (been 
there) or the Statue of Liberty. 
Or, we could have taken a 
quick bus tour of the city to 
gain an overview of New York 
City. 

Our HMHF guide ques¬ 
tioned our group about how 
the trip could be improved. 

At the time, I could only of¬ 
fer the suggestion of more 
signs to direct travelers at the 
terminals, but after more con¬ 
sideration, I would have liked 
to have had a badge or button 
saying, “HMHF Fun Vacation 
Shopper” or something of that 
nature to identify us. It would 
be conversation opener for 
those who need one and also 
give store clerks an oppor¬ 
tunity to welcome us with a to- 
ken gift or greeting. An 
identifying badge could also 
help travelers find one an¬ 
other in the Big Apple to share 
a cab or accompany them for 
lunch or a side trip. 

(For those who feel that 
such identification would la¬ 
bel them as gullible, easy 
marks, they could hide the but¬ 
ton in their purse or pocket.)

A spirited Plymouth-Canton

Back-to-back games on con¬ 
secutive nights apparently 
took its toll at the regionals, 
according to Plymouth-Canton 
coach Bob Blohm. 

‘'Give Marian a lot of 
credit,” said Blohm, after the 
season-ending loss. “They are 
an exceptional team. We 
played well against them, but 


they just had too much overall 
strength and depth for us.” 

Because of the holidays, the 
regionals were played in an 
unprecedented two-day for¬ 
mat. The first-round was 
staged Monday and the win¬ 
ners returned the following 
night for the championship 
round. 

Canton picked up its 19th 
victory - against four losses - at 
the expense of a determined 
Mercy, which refused to quit. 
In fact, with less than two min¬ 
utes to go in regulation, Mercy 
had a precarious four point 
lead before Cantons Kristi 
Fiorprizi sank a p^ir of frpp 


throws to send the game into 
the OT where the Chiefs out- 
scored their rivals 6-3 to gar¬ 
ner a narrow 4542 victory. 

It was anyone’s ball game up 
to that point. 

The two teams were tied at 
11-all after the first period, 
then the Chiefs managed to 
pull away by three at halftime 
(19-16). But Mercy, thanks to se¬ 
nior Mary Jane Valade’s sharp¬ 
shooting, outscored Canton 
15-10 in the third period to 
move ahead 31 29 for three pe¬ 
riod, setting up a nail biting fi¬ 
nale.

Romulus coach giwes up 
wrestling for ministry

As a coach for more than a 
decade, Norm Butler has 
preached discipline. 

Now, the 36-year-old veteran 
Romulus wrestling coach will 
literally preach from the 
pulpit. He has given up his 
love of coaching for his “first 
love”, the love of the Bible and 
Jesus Christ. 

Butler said on Monday that 
he will not be returning to the 
Eagles this season, ending an 
eight-year tenure as head 
coach and a 12-year stint in 
coaching.

that Butler molded into state 
powers included heavyweight 
Paul Nowicki, who placed sec¬ 
ond in the state in 1989; Mike 
Scully, who finished third at 
125 in 1992 and Brian Faman 
(152) and Jason Davis (1996), 
who were fifth-best in the state 
in 1990 and 1996, respectively. 
Butler also coached David 
Gehring to a fifth-place in the 
state in 1989. 

Butler said that during the 
many years he worked with 
“the kids” he tried to instill in 
them work ethics that would 
help them through life.

Garland joins MSU staff, Dennard returns to Robichaud

You may need a program to 
know who is coaching your fa¬ 
vorite high school basketball 
team this season. 

There have been several 
coaching changes - some politi- 
cal, others career oppor¬ 
tunities. 

One of the major changes in¬ 
volves the departure of vet¬ 
eran Belleville coach Michael 
Garland who joined Michigan 
State University’s staff and 
leaves the Tigers with a win¬ 
ning legacy and tradition. 

The 40-year-old Garland, a 
former All-Area and All-State 
player who played for Be¬ 
lleville in the late 1960s, will 
be replaced by one of his assis¬ 
tant coaches - Rodney Fisher. 

Fisher also a Belleville 
High alumnus, served on Gar¬ 


land’s staff for the past six 
years and helped forge the Ti¬ 
gers’ winning tradition. 

In an interview earlier this 
year, Garland expressed 
mixed emotions about leaving 
the high school coaching 
scene. 

“The chance to coach at a 
major university coming out of 
a high school is almost beyond 
my comprehension,” Garland 
said. “Without a doubt, Michi¬ 
gan State University and the 
basketball program are both 
top- notch, and I eagerly await 
this great opportunity.” 

Garland takes impressive 
credentials with him to the 
MSU program. The former Ti¬ 
ger star enjoyed an impecca¬ 
ble nine-year stint as varsity 
coach at Belleville High where 
he amassed an incredulous 
153-49 career record (.757) 
while earning numerous 


coaching honors, including the 
Associated Newspapers’ Coach of 
the Year award. (The ANP is 
the predecessor of the Michi¬ 
gan Community Newspapers, 
which publishes the six local 
newspapers, including The Be¬ 
lleville Enterprise, The Romulus 
Roman, The Westland Eagle, the 
Wayne Eagle, the Inkster Ledger 
Star and the Canton Eagle). 

Garland earned his bache¬ 
lor’s degree in physical educa- 
tion and community 
recreation from Northern 
Michigan in 1997. While at 
NMU, Garland was on the 
same team with present MSU 
head coach, Tom Izzo. 

“I’ve known Mike since we 
went to college together at 
Northern Michigan and have 
great respect for the job he has 
done at Belleville,” Izzo said.

Coach Henry among the inductees 


Four prominent past and present members 
of the local and area athletic and coaching 
scene will be installed in the Wayne-Westland 
Hall of Fame during ceremonies scheduled for 
next week. 

The four include Chuck Henry, Wayne Memo¬ 
rial men and women’s basketball coach; George 
Smith, former Wayne High and Michigan State 
quarterback; Chum Stockwell, a local youth 
coach whose coaching career spanned 35 years, 
and Cheryl Dozier, former Westland John Glenn 
all- around athlete. 

The four candidates will be inducted into the 
local Hall of Fame during ceremonies sched¬ 
uled for 7 p.m. Dec. 12. The ceremony will take 
place at Jake’s Again Lounge, located on Wayne 
Road, one block north of Michigan Avenue. 

The ceremony is open to the public, accor¬ 
ding to Bill Sexton, who serves as the chairman 
of the Hall of Fame nominating committee. 

Henry, who is still active in coaching, re¬

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Ladder brings game fish to Belleville

While fishing next spring in 
the Huron River, don’t be su 
prised if you find a steelhead 
or other type of game fish on 
the end of your line. 

On Nov. 22, the Flat Rock 
Fish Ladder opened, creating 
a passage for large gamefish to 
enter the rest of the Huron 
River, which leads to Be¬ 
lleville Lake. 

The ladder is valued at one 
half million dollars, and was 
built with donated labor, sup 
plies and community support. 
It culminates a three- year 
partnership between the 
Huron River Fishing Associa¬ 
tion and the Department of 
Natural Resources. The 
Huron-Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority donated funds to 
help purchase gravel for the 
ladder. 

“We’re hoping for an in¬ 
crease in fishing along the 
Huron River at the Oakwood, 
Willow and Lower Huron Met 
roparks,” said David C. 
Moilanen, public relation/ 
information officer for the 
Huron-Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority. 

Moilanen said they know for 
sure that the steelhead (rain 
bow trout) will be able to get 
over the fish ladder. 

“We’re hoping that perch 
and bass will be able to use it 


as well. But, a weir (a dam in 
the river directing water) may 
keep those two species out.” 

Currently, there is shore 
fishing in the Metroparks, but 
Moilanen said, “If we get an 
increase in fishing, we may 
look into building fishing piers 
and small boat launches as a 
result.” 

The ladder, 103-foot long 
and 18-foot wide, is the second 
of its kind in Michigan, and the 
first in the Lower Peninsula. A 
nine-foot by 15- foot holding 
chamber, which acts as a rest¬ 
ing pool, separates a 40 foot 
upper chamber and a 35-foot 
lower chamber. These two 
chambers slow the flow of wa¬ 
ter, which in turn, allows the 
fish to scale the eight-foot 
height of the dam. 

Tim Katona, owner of South 
Street Tackle and Sporting 
Goods is very excited about 
the fish ladder. 


“This is tremendous,” he 
said. “It will allow steelhead 
and trout to come up below 
French Landing. Before, they 
couldn’t get past Flat Rock.” 

Katona is confident that 
other species of fish will also 
use the ladder, including wal¬ 
leye and small mouth bass. 

“There has always been 
somewhat of a ladder, but the 
fish follow the current, and the 
other ladder was out of the 
current. The fish couldn’t find 
it,” he explained. “The ladder 
is now in the middle of the cur¬ 
rent. We call it a ladder, but to 
the fish, it’s just a bunch of 
rocks that they can go over.” 

The Belleville tackle store 
owner said he expects to see 
an increase in the number of 
fish, due to there being more 
spawning habitats open to 
them. Katona added that it 


may take a few years for this to 
happen. “The baby fry hatch 
and then head to Lake Erie, 
where they grow for three 
years,” he said. “After this, 
they will return to the same 
place to spawn, and there will 
be more fish coming back to 
make more fish.” 

Katona believes that fishing 
for trout and salmon provides 
some solitude for people, who 
may wade into the lake or fish 
from the bank. “It’s a good 
quiet time to spend in the wa¬ 
ter,” he said. “The parks will 
see an influx of people too.” 

South Street Tackle and 
Sporting Goods has always 
stocked gear for this type of 
fishing, but it hasn’t really sold 
well in the past. The store 
owner expects that to change 
in the coming years. 

“I’ll probably sell a lot more 
now,” he said. “Waders, 
salmon eggs, flies, and noodle 
rods. It’s going to be neat.” 

Another person excited 
about the ladder is Ginger 
Bruder, president of the 
Huron Valley Conservation As¬ 
sociation. 

“It’s a good idea,” she said. 
“Anything we can do to better 
use the lakes and streams, the 
better off we are.” 

The HVCA sponsors fishing 
clinics for youngsters as well 
as many conservation-based 
activities for adults and 
youths.

Heads turn when 
Saturn drives by

The 1997 model year marks 
the introduction of the second 
generation Saturn coupe. A 
package of fun, sportiness and 
affordability, wrapped in a 
head turning new skin. 

Let me first start out by say¬ 
ing that I received my Saturn 
for a test drive on the first 
snow fall of the season. Oh boy, 
was it ever snowing. The SL2 
model that I had handled like 
a true champ. It was snowing 
so hard that you couldn’t even 
see the street signs, and the 
road was totally covered. The 
traction control in the Saturn 
really performed. 

There’s no doubt about it 
that if you have to drive in in¬ 
clement weather the Saturn is 
a safe bet. It didn’t matter if I 
was making a turn or just driv¬ 
ing in a straight line this car 
was a trooper in the snow. I 
didn’t slide once. However, I 
can’t say the same for all of the 
other people I spotted in the 
ditches or on the ride side as I 
made my way home. 

The Saturn SL2 sedan’s ex¬ 
terior appearance is a world- 
class blend of Asian and Euro¬ 
pean flavor melded together 
by Saturn’s U.S. based design 
team. All of the vertical panels 
(front and rear fenders, doors, 
trunk and facias) continue to 
be produced from ding-and- 


dent- resistant polymer mate¬ 
rial. The horizontal hood, roof, 
and upper deck lid are steel. 
The SL models also come in 
two new eye-catching colors, 
light green and copper. 

Attention to detail proves 
that form can follow function. 
One example is the roof appli¬ 
que starting at the base of the 
windshield, extending over the 
doors and down the rear win¬ 
dow. This smooth clean look 
features a slight inward lip 
that directs water away from 
open windows and doors. The 
injection molded rocker cov¬ 
ers with their rounded shape, 
are contemporary and func¬ 
tional, providing excellent 
protection from road debris. 

The interior of this sedan of¬ 
fers a high level of comfort and 
convenience rarely found in a 
small, affordable car. The 
roomy front compartment has 
plenty of leg and head room.

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Wayne County to save up to $400,006 on road salt 


The return of winter this 
year isn’t just bad news, after 
all. 

Wayne County Executive 
Edward H. McNamara an 
npunced today that starting 
this year, the County will save 
$300,000 to $400,000 annually 
on road salt, thanks to a new 
purchasing arrangement de¬ 
veloped with the Michigan De¬ 
partment of Management & 
Budget. 

•i - ' 


By signing onto the State’s 
extended purchasing plan, the 
County can now buy its road 
salt much less expensively 
than before, according to 
McNamara. 

“This real significance of 
this change is that money we 
save each year will go directly 
into resurfacing more Wayne 
County roads.” 

After conducting compari¬ 
sons of different salt purchas- 


ing scenarios, it was 
determined the cheapest way 
of buying the County’s road 
salt was to team up with 
M»DOT, which generally re 
ceived the best prices. 

As a result of its efforts, the 
County now will save an aver¬ 
age of $3.31 per ton of salt, 
bringing the cost down to 
about $32. 

“While that may not sound 
like a lot, it adds up when you 


consider how much we use,” 
said Wayne County Director of 
Roads Bob Mahoney. “In an av¬ 
erage year the County pur¬ 
chases 100,000 tons of salt. 
That translates to an average 
annual savings of $331,000,” he 
said. 

“Part of the purchase agree¬ 
ment is that we will purchase 
at least 80,000 tons each year, 
and that we can go as high as 
125,000 tons at this new price,” 


said Mahoney. 

Wayne County road crews 
spread as little as 80,000 tons 
and as much as 140,000 tons of 
salt each winter to keep roads 
safe and clear. The actual 
amount depends on the 
amount of snow the area re¬ 
ceives and the number of 
storms. 

If the County ends up need¬ 
ing 140,000 tons of salt, its an¬ 
nual savings could exceed 


$400,000 for that year. 

Then, Mahoney added, he 
can take that extra money and 
put it where it is needed most: 
into fixing roads. 

“Every dollar we don’t have 
to spend clearing snow and 
ice, is one we can use to repair 
our roads,” he said. 

“In an average year it costs 
Wayne County $6 million for 
snow and ice removal.”
